“ At the time it was impossible, but i 
now the law is altered, and to prove I 
misconduct only will give you your j 
freedom.’' 
“This looks very m uch like collu- j 
sion,” said Judge Rigby Swift, after ! 
hearing this letter react. 
“I am here,” 
he continued, “to give relief to in­ 
nocent 
persona 
who 
have 
been 
wronged by marital offence, but not j 
to m ake it easier for those who have 
broken 
-matrimonial 
bond 
to enter 
into another.” 


Noel Middleton, the w ife’s lawyer, 
argued that the whole question was 
w hether there was an agreem ent be­ 
tween the husband and wife. 
If the 
wife had changed h er mind because 
of the entreaties of the husband, he 
continued, th a t was not evidence of 
collusion to obtain a divorce. 
“I really did not w ant to divorce 
him. 
I only changed my mind so that 
he could m arry the other girl,” said 
Mrs. Buszard on the ’stand.

and laid it down clearly that in Ens 
land an erring spouse cannot per­ 
suadeAtis partner to agree to a di­ 
vorce merely because he is anxious 
to m arry another woman.

H E R E is a discussion under way in New England over 


the willingness of the public there to purchase articles 
from other states when netds could be supplied with New 
England products. 
In a lecent speech Senatoi Moses of 
New H ampshire said the public there was ,altogether too 
willing to purchase ginghams made in Virginia, shoes made 
♦n St. Louis, apples grown in Oregon and potatoes grown in 
Idaho. 


It is proper and commendable for the public to give 
liberal support to home institutions, use home products and 
be friendly to institutions and industries that contribute to 
the prosperity of the home town. 
But no institution of im­ 
portance is satisfied to flourish in a small field, be content 
after supplying the local needs. 
Man or corporation, it is 
h u m a n 'nature to want to keep on grow ing, distribute over 
a wider field, serve the world if possible. 
T hat brings com­ 
petition, forces the production of the best article, calls for 
the finest kind of marketing ability and business genius, 
prevents the public from being exploited and helps insure a 
dependable supply of high class goods in whatever line may 
he under consideration. 
If St. Louis shoe manufacturers can turn out a product, 
ship it hundreds of miles and sell it in competition with 
the shoe mr nufacturcrs of Brockton and Lynn in their 
home towns, theq credit m ust be given the business genius 
of St. Louis. 
Possibly it would be more helpful if the shoe 
manufacturers in New England gave closer attention to 
production and marketing and less to complaining. 
Growl­ 
ing never is helpful in selling. 
New England makes good 
shoes, good ginghams, grows good apples and potatoes, 
wants to sell them everywhere and does. 
Ohio, for instance, 
grows as fine eating apples as man ever tasted, but Ohio 
does not grow' enough to supply the market continually, 
has no system of grading, marketing and distribution, and 
apples from other states sell by the train load here. 
It 
would be folly for Ohio to growl. 
W e should develop our 
apple crop, organize to meet organization and market our 
apples wisely. 
Because that has not been done we buy ap­ 
ples from other states. 
Manufacturers and growers in 
other states sell in N ew England, and New England sells 
in other states. 
T h at is competition and competition is the 
life of trade. 


TARIFF LAW FAILS. 
I TNDER the last tariff act Congress provided special at- 
^ 
taches of the customs department to 
serve 
abroad, 
•tudy manufacturing in various lines in many countries and 
determine production costs of articles sent to this country 
for sale. 
The tariff act gave to these attaches diplomatic 
privileges, the plan being to have them actually study the 
cost records in factories and mills, check up front corpora­ 
tion records the production costs. 
It provided that embar­ 
goes m ight be placed on 
articles 
where 
manufacturers 
abroad refused access to the records. 
The diplomatic priv­ 
ileges accorded these accountants were offered as the as­ 
surance that information secured would be withheld from 
trade rivals in this country. 
Naturally foreign manufacturers have not been quick 
to recognize the diplomatic cost investigators and reveal 
manufacturing secrets. 
Belgium, friendly as she has been 
to this country, was the first to refuse, Spain followed and 
Great Britain has made an equally positive refusal. 
They 
refuse to recognize the diplomatic status of these agents 
even when the request was made by the president of the 
United States. 
In Switzerland and the Scandinavian coun­ 
tries, when some embargoes were put in force, strong ob­ 
jection was made to the state department at Washington. 
The American government is without power to force 
these agents into the manufacturing plants and secure the 
information sought. 
Present indications are that the law 
may be quite a failure in actual test through inability to en­ 
force it. 
Only friction could result from a general embargo 
against imports affected and that plan hardly will be tried, 
the few embargoes placed being more of a gesture than an 
application oi a national policy. 
If the situation were re­ 
versed probably American manufacturers and exporters 
would be extremely slow in opening their records to repre­ 
sentatives of other countries. 
Doubtless some other method 
of protecting American buyers against inflated prices and 
extortionate profits will have to be sought.
